HEIDLERSBURG 
INTERSECTION 


Dangerous Approach 
On North To Re 
Widened by High­ 
way Department. 


25 MEN START 
WORK MONDAY 


The dangerous Heldelsburg-Har- 
risburg road intersection, scene of 
many fatal and serious automobile 
accidents will be widened by the 
local highway departm ent as a WPA 
project, Raymond L. Wisler, super­ 
intendent of m aintenance for Ad­ 
ams county, announced today. 
Work on the project will start 
Monday 
morning, 
Superintendent 
. Wisler said, and about 25 employes 
j of the highway departm ent will be 
I assigned to the project. 
No addi- 
| tional men will be required, Mr. 
Wisler said. 
The right and left side-banks, at 
the northern end of the intersection 
will be widened thus affording a 
better view for m otorists approach­ 
ing from the north and also for 
those approaching the Harrisburg 
road from each direction on the 
Heidlersburg road. 
W ill ( ’oat $1,396 
The cost of the project will total 
$1,396 most of which is paid by the 
Works Progress Administration. 
The project calls for 800 cubic 
yards of excavation, 710 square yards 
of native stone base and 615 square 
yards of masonry retaining walls. 
Both approaches will be rounded 
from a 60 to 70 degree angle. 
Ap­ 
proaching from the north the right 
approach will be cut back and a 
retaining wall will be constructed. 
The other approach will be cut back 
and rounded but a retaining wall 
will not be necessary at that angle. 
Motorists will have a wider view 
of the entire intersection when the 
work is completed. 
It will enable 
drivers to see for som e distance up 
and down tile road intersecting the 
highway upon which they are trav­ 
eling thus affording them an oppor­ 
tunity 
to 
avoid 
accidents. 
The 
present stop signs will prevail on 
the Heidelrsburg road after the pro­ 
ject is completed, leaving the Har­ 
risburg road an arterial, or throngh - 
traffic road. 
Resurfacing Road 
Mr. W isler also announced that 
work is underway on the Emmits­ 
burg road, providing for an exten­ 
sion in width of four feet from north 
of Greenm ount to beyond the Marsh 
Creek bridge and the resurfacing 
of the same stretch with amasite. 
Another stretch from near Middle 
Creek to the Mary land line is also 
being wadened and resurfaced. 
A two-foot base in being laid on 
each side of the highway. The new 
shoulder will be ten inches deep. 
The 
im provement 
extends 
for 
about one mile. 
Other 
Adams 
county 
highway 
projects are being considered and 
announcem ents are expected to be 
made at Harrisburg, regarding their 
approval, in the near future.

In fact

The general was Napoleon's m as­ 
ter of horse. He was also one of the 
men who told his imperial master 
the truth on occasion. He had been 
Napoleon’s ambassador to Russia as 
well, so that he was invaluable when 
Bonaparte began his Russian cam ­ 
paign. Caulaincourt repaid his m as­ 
ter by giving him sound advice, 
which his m aster ignored almost en- 
i. ti rely. 
Caulaincourt was at the left side 
of Napoleon on the m arch to Mos­ 
cow. 
He survived the costly “vic­ 
tory” of Borodino, the disaster in 
Moscow, and the retreat to 
the 
place where Napoleon began his 
long, lonely drive back to Paris. 
And the name chosen for the trip 
was Caulaincourt. 
For two weeks these two were 
together day and night—and alone. 
Perhaps to take his mind off the 
Russian disaster, 
Napoleon 
spent 
the two weeks talking. 
He dis­ 
cussed everything and everybody, 
from himself and Josephine to the 
Tsar of Russia, from his plan to 
whip England into a jelly to his 
wish that in the future he might 
spend four m onths a year traveling 
about France, learning the land 
from the ground up, literally. 
Caulaincourt put down his price­ 
less record each night while he 
watched over the sleeping Emperor.

IS CONVICTED 


Father of Thirteen by 2 Wives 
Says He Is Not Afraid 
To Go to Prison. 


In 1795 the State of Georgia sold

Kingman. Ariz., Dec. 12 (AP).— 
Jurors reached a verdict in four 
hours late Wednesday, convicting I. 
C. Spencer, of ‘‘open and notorious 
cohabitation’’ for his polygamous life 
with a strange cult in isolated Short 
Cleek, Arizona. 
The raw-boned Spencer, father of 
thirteen children by two wives, was 
the first of three persons from that 
community, 400 miles away, to be 
tried. No recommendation as to sen­ 
tence was made. Three years’ im­ 
prisonment is possible. 
Father Jailed for Same Thing 
“I have no fear whatsoever of go­ 
ing to the penitentiary,” Spencer 
said when he heard the verdict. 
“I have a clear conscience because 
I have been following the dictates of 
my religion. My father went to Jail 
for the same thing in Utah mony 
years ago.” 
"We are prepared to take this case 
to the United Suites supreme court 
if necessary.” 
He previously had 
called the state's action ‘‘religious 
persecution.” 
Spencer freely admitted that he 


has a wife and nine children in Utah 
and is the father of four other chil­ 
dren by Sylvia Allred, whose trial 
has been postponed because of ex­ 
pectant motherhood. 
He said tho 
practice of “plural wives” was a re­ 
ligion with him handed down by his 
father and grandfather. 
Religious Plea Assailed 
The religious plea was assailed bit­ 
terly by Elmo Bollinger, county at­ 
torney, who pointed out that al­ 
though some religions teach human, 
sacrifice, “that is murder Lu tho 
state of Arizona.” 
The defense attorney, Victor Kay­ 
ak, told the jurors that newspapers 
daily contain “stories that make yoid < 
blush in comparison to this case.” 
“Some of the nation's best fam­ 
ilies indulge in Companionate mar­ 
riage but they are not persecuted.* 
lie asserted. 
The jury report interrupted mo­ 
mentarily the process of selecting a 
jury for trial of Price Jolinson, tho 
third defendant, on similar charges.

ITALY CHEERED 
BY PEACE MOVE 


Mussolini and Other Officials 
Are Silent; Objections 
Reported. 


Rome, Dec. 12 (AP).—Benito Mus­ 
solini locked his desk and went 
home Tuesday night without seeing 
the official Franco-Britlsh plan for 
1^peace in Africa, but unofficial Fas­ 
cists were cheered by the offer. 
Even if the plan is rejected, they 
said, it showed that the powers, 
after applying sanctions, are giving 
far more than they proposed to do 
at first. 
Objections were raised to 
the plan in these circles. 
Fascists expect the armies in 
Ethiopia to strengthen ll Duce’s 
hands by further advances and a 
smashing victory. 
Mussolini's stand on the peace 
plan remained a mystery. He may 
have received all details through 
his ambassadors to Paris and Lon­ 
don, but he did not look at the of­ 
ficial proposal. All Italian officials 
refused comment, 
The premier has never told his 
people what territory in Ethiopia he 
wanted, but unofficial sources said 
he wants a broad band connecting 
Eritrea and Somaliland and the dis­ 
armament of the remainder of Haile 
Selassie's kingdom. 
Three Objections 
Unofficial reports were that the 
Franco-British plan had encoun­ 
tered these three objections: 
1. The return to Ethiopia of the 
holy city of Aksum, which Italy has 
annexed in Tlgre Province. 
2. The failure to connect Eritrea 
and Somaliland. 
3. Granting a free port of Ethio­ 
pia would loosen Italy’s hold on the 
country and enable Addis Ababa to 
import unlimited arms. 
Favorable points, as seen in un­ 
official circles, included: 
1. Italy would get much territory, 
in the form of a nutcracker, which 
might ‘’close’’ some day, 
2. Police ami economic control of 
the lake region south of Addis Aba­ 
ba would suffice commercially and 
might later be transformed into a 
firmer hold. 
3. Italy would redeem her place 
in the three-power front (with Brit­ 
ain and France) and would have 
proved her ability to act with 52 na­ 
tions against her. 
^ 
In informed circles it was said ll 
Duce is awaiting a “best ofter” from 
London and Paris. 
Meanwhile, he 
Is pressing the fighting in Africa 
and the strenuous drive at home to 
defeat the purpose of the league; 
sanctions.
